U AGO 


State Revenue Outlook Can Be 
Improved Now and In 1969-70 

Defeat of the latest proposed constitutional 
amendment leaves Illinois where it Started before 
tHe complex Revenue Article was approved in the 
closing hours of the 1965 legislative session. But 
it need not be an entirely negative development; 
positive steps can be taken. 

As already is being urged, a new amendment 
should be drafted for action by the General As¬ 
sembly in 1969 and'submitted to vpters in Novem¬ 
ber 1970. 

This time, expediency and compromise should 
be given less weight and an article should be writ¬ 
ten that lends itself to more widespread public ac¬ 
ceptance. There were too many obvious flaws in 
the amendment juslt defeated, and both the pro¬ 
ponents and opponents agreed that not enough 
time was allowed for legislative study, discussion 
and revision. 

Now that the tortured proposal has been re¬ 
jected by voters, immediate attention must be given 
to ending a situation that prompted much of the 
dissenting vote—the lack of fair and uniform en¬ 
forcement of existing tax laws. If political consider¬ 
ations are put aside and officials do the best they 
dan to administer the present tax structure, it will 
be easier to evaluate what needs to be included and 
what can be excluded from the next revenue 
amendment. 

Meanwhile, the need for state services will 
continue and some of them obviously justify ex¬ 
pansion of the current level. For example, serious 
.•Consideration ought to be given to Gov. Kerner's 
•“plan for a gasoline tax increase and a boost in ve¬ 
hicle license fees. More money is a “must” for Illi¬ 
nois streets and highways. 

River Freight Booming Here 

Long-range growth prospects of Quad-City 
harbor as well as shipping and industrial activity 
are enhanced by the continued high level of traffic 
through the Mississippi River and Chain of Rocks 
Canal. 

Even with the main canal lock closed for re¬ 
pairs, October freight was the second largest for 
any month in history. Already it is certain that 
water shipments in 1966 will smash all previous 
records. 

When ways are found to divert a greater por¬ 
tion of the waterways traffic—through expanded 
loading ahd unloading operations, storage, proces¬ 
sing. fabricating and air-rail-truckihg links—this 
community will benefit even more than at present 
from its proximity to so many millions of tons of 
waterborne commerce.
